To His Excellency, J. Y. Satxh rs, Governor of the, State of 
Louisiana, and Ex-Oflkto President of ilu Charity Eospi/al 
Board of Administrators: 

Youa Excellency— In obedience to custom and duty the 
Chairman of the Board herewith submits a succinct BtateBWat 
of the administrative and executive work of the institution tor 
the year 1909. 

The income from all sources was $230,797.94. including n 
legacy of $29,900 from Mrs. Tilton, $176,530 in donations and 
$3,775.57 in notes payable quarterly during a period of ten 
years for the lease of the Shippers' Press. As only $178.04 was 
realized on the notes maturing in 1909, if we subtract the dirt'er- 
enee, representing only possible assets, the Tilton legacy and 
donations, we have the income for maintenance and supi 
$195,535.11. Expenditures were $203,047.43, showing a shortage 
of $7,513,32, notwithstanding the fact that the warrant for the 
monthly appropriation for December, 1908, was not cash.'d until 
1909, which added $11,250 to that year's income, and which we 
will be lacking in this year's income. To mee1 this shortage 
$12,500 wad diverted from the special fund, to which we are 
100 in debt, as $17,600 was borrowed from it in 1908. There 
remained in the general fund on the 1st of January of this year 
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$5,912.90, and in the special fund $40,911.92, plus the Delgado 
Memorial bonds, amounting approximately to $8,216.25. 

The growth of the Hospital necessarily calls for increased ex- 
penditures, and foodstuffs have risen in value. Expenditures 
for meat, milk, bread, fuel, groceries, medical and surgical sup- 
plies, general and contingent expenses and the training school ex- 
ceeded those of 1908 by $38,328.27. 

At the same time, from two fluctuating sources of revenue 
there has been considerable gain— from auction sales $5,294.11, 
and from licenses $3,272.60, more than was collected in 1908. 

During the year 10,358 patients received treatment, including 
782 remaining over. Of those admitted during the year, 5,850 
were white and 3,726 colored. In the out-clinics 17,443 applied 
for treatment, and 74,585 consultations were given The acci- 
dent cases numbered 7,822, operations 2,890, and ambulance 
1.510. Obstetric eases among black and white were 320, 
and deaths numbered 1,310. Of that number 433 died within 

irty-six hours of admission. The gross death-rate was 12.64 
Per cent, and the net 8.46 per cent. 

The Registrar reports a tabulated record of 9,735 histories, 
and the Pathologist 15,763 examinations of various pathological 
specimens. 

In the Pasteur Clinic 429 applied for suspected rabies infec- 
tion. Of this number, 223 only required treatment. 

The Delgado Memorial, reported as completed and fully 
equipped at the last annual meeting, was formally opened in 
April of last year, and is in full operation. It will add ma- 
terially to the expenses of the Hospital. 

The Training School for Norses has a larger corps of nurses 
than ever before. The number was 77 on the 1st of January, 
43 having graduated on December 21, 1909. 

The Milliken Memorial has cared for 813 children in the past 
year.

No improvements worthy of note call for special mention. 
They have consisted in the usual annual repairs and renova- 
tions, and are fully covered in the report of the House Com- 
mittee. 

There exists the same urgent need as was reported at the last 
annual meeting for a new laundry plant to meet present exigen- 
cies. An isolation hospital would also prove a valuable adjunct 
for the segregation of contagious and infectious diseases. The 
efficiency of the Hospital would also be vastly increased by the 
installation of an ice and of an electric plaat, which would prove 
an economy in the course of tame. 

Dormitories are also needed greatly for our employees, who 
have no separate quarters and are uncomfortably disposed of. 
This affects our securing the most desirable help. 

Since our last annual meeting Sister Agnes. Superior of the 
sisters in charge of the economy of the Hospital, was withdrawn 
from the sphere of her usefulness because of ill health. Her 
loss was very much regretted. The name, however, is still prc- 
d in the successor who represents her. Our old, faith I ill 
and efficient Secretary and Treasurer, Mr. Edwin Marks, de- 
parted this life during the past year, and was succeeded by 
Capt. Delahoussaye, who satisfactorily fills the position. 

I avail myself of this opportunity to extend the thanks of 
the Board to all the officers of this institution for serviee9 
efficiently and faithfully performed; to our new Superior, Sis 
\gnes, and the corps of Sisters for their excellent am! eco- 
nomical management, devotion to duty and motherly care and 
supervision of the inmates of this Hospital; to the attorneys oi 
the Board, visiting staff, resident students, nursing corps aud 
employees in general 

We owe special thanks, also, to our esteemed Mayor, the Hon. 
Martin Behnnan, for his valuable aid in the collection of license 
fees, which have never been so large as now. 
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Before concluding we earnestly call your attention to the 
urgfnt necessity for an increased appropriation. It is impos- 
sible to continue with the present income without incurring 
debt. We now owe the special fund $30,000. 

In conclusion I thank you, my colleagues, for your unselfish 
and untiring labor in conducting the affairs of this great in- 
stitution.

Annual Report of the House Committee. 

New Orleans, Da., February 9, 1910, 

To tlw Board of Administrators:. New OrUam Charity Hospital, 
New Orleans, La.: 

Gentlemen— Your House Committee respectfully report that, 
in addition to the regular routine of repairs, the usual paintinu'. 
kalsomining and carpenter work, such as are necessary to I 
the buildings in first-class condition, have been done during the 
year 1909. 

The water supply for the entire institution has been change 1 
from the old to the new system of city waterworks, complete 
with all necessary pipe-line and meters. 

Nine additional stations have been added to the fire serviee of 
the institution, located in the following buildings: Three in the 
Female Department of the Gravier Street addition, three in the 
Sisters' Department, and three in the Ambulance Honse, I 
of the above-named stations is equipped with two hundred 
of Underwriters' hose. 

A new feed-water weighing machine has been installed in 
new power-house, which enables us to detect any inferior qual- 
ity of coal furnished the power plant for steaming purpose* 

The house telephone service and the ambulance signal ser. 
have been extended in and through the Delgado Memorial 
Building. 

Recom mend ations . 

The present laundry building was erected as far back as 1850, 
and no doubt at that time was ample in size to handle all the 
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work with a margin for the increased size of the institution; 
Imt of late years the Hospital has grown to such an extent that 
the present building and amount of machinery are entirely in- 
adequate to meet the present demand, and for that reason we 
would recommend a new laundry building of at least twice tin 
size, with additional laundry machinery to meet the present re- 
quirements of the institution. 

In the last twelve years three large buildings— the Milliken 
Memorial, the Nurses' Home and the Delgado Memorial— have 
been added, also a third-story addition to the Female Depart- 
ment of the Gravier Street addition, and a third-story addition 
to the Ambulance House, while no additions have been made to 
the laundry building for additional room or machinery. With 
the present laundry, and its crowded condition, we find it nt- 
terly impossible to keep separate the infected goods from those 
that are considered not infected, which is a very serious objec- 
tion in hospital laundries. A modern hospital should be so ar- 
ranged with a distribution of space for the accommodation of 
infected goods separate from all other work. 

Important relief that will be afforded the Hospital by the 
erection of such a huilding would be in the fact that the upper 
floors eould he made into dormitories for the ample help of the 
institution, who at present, for want of other accommodation, 
are compelled to sleep with patients in wards scattered through- 
out the hospital. A moment's thought on this subject should 
convince ns of the necessity of relief from such a situation. 

Electric-motor power is a necessary adjunct to our Engineer 
Department. It is proposed to operate the laundry by motor 
power, and generators of sufficient capacity should be installed 
to light the grounds of the institution and furnish current to 
our X-Ray and Therapeutic Departments. 

The erection of a laundry makes possible, on account of motor 
power used and ice plant, costing approximately $1,400, a great 
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saving, besides a refrigerating cabinet, "with sufficient capacity 
to take sixteen bodies, for the sum of approximately .$943. The 
neeessity of such a plant to our institution, particularly in the 
hot summer months, we are sure appeals to you. 

We cannot too strongly recommend the able services of Chief 
Engineer Ponder, -hose duties are constant and well per- 
formed. 

We are obligated to Dr. Vincent Raima, veterinarian, who has 
taken care of our horses when sick without charge to the in- 
stitution.

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Annual Report of the Finance Committee of the 
Charity Hospital, State of Louisiana. 

New Orleans, February 1, 1910. 
To the Vice-President and- Board of Administrators: 

Gentlemen — Your Finance Committee respectfully report 
that the accompanying statements, prepared by the Treasurer, 
have been duly examined and found correct. These statements 
give a history in detail of all the receipts and disbursements 
during the year 1909. They show total revenues of $181,107.07 
for 1909, as against $203,048.43 of expenditures, showing 8 
deficit of $18,941.36 for 1909. In other words, the annual state- 
ment shows that the Charity Hospital's expenses for the year 
exceeded the receipts by an amount of $18,491.36. 

the statement shows that during the year it was necessary to 
make a loan of $18,849.83 from the special fund. 

Hie cash statement shows on January 1. 1910, a balance of 
cash on hand of $46,824.82. and a purchase of bonds of $8,23 
for the Delgado Memorial Hospital. 

The items of disbursement, as per comparative statement of 
receipts and disbursements for the years 1908 and 1909, show 
an increase of $42,476.69, less decrease of $8,989.07, making a 
net increase of $33,487.62 for the year 1909. 

The principal increases of disbursements are: Bread, $2,026.73 ■ 
meat. $3,223.11; milk, $1,010.53; groceries, $3,946.72; fuel, 
$2,516.64; Training School for Nurses, $2,025.80; medical and 
surgical, $8,735.72; general and contingent expenses, $6,833.02. 

Tfle fol lowing items of receipts show increases during the past 
year : Hospital appropriations, $37,500 ; auction sales, $5,294.11 ; 
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licenses, $3,272.60; rent, $4,383.98; discounts, $353.24; dona- 
tions, $27,840.50. 

It is a source of much gratification that every item of re- 
ceipts shows an increase during the year. 

The statement of the special fund shows the receipts for the 
year 1909 amount to $30,287.27 ; add to this the balance of De- 
cember 31, 1908, $29,474.51, and we find a total of $59,761.78. 
Deducting disbursements of $18,849.83, we have a cash balance 
of $40,911.95, The disbursements, you will notice, are, Boi th« 
Delgado Memorial Hospital, $3,163.06; new power-house, $687.77, 
and a loan to the general fund of $15,000. 

This loan, and that of 1908, it is hoped, will be returned to 
the special fund in the near future. 

With the extension of the great service rendered by this in- 
stitution in the cause of suffering humanity, expenses must neces- 
sarily multiply and greater appropriations will be required l rom 
the State to meet the same. Some provision should be made to 
return the loans made by the special fund, as it is a sacred fund 
intended for specific purposes. 

The donations of $31,665,30 were made by Mrs. Caroline S. 
Tilton in the sum of $29,900; $1,000 was received from Manuel 
Abascal, of Algiers, La., and the balance in small amounts from 
others.

Your Excellency and Members of the Honorable Board of Ad- 
ministrators of the Charity Hospital, Nsw Orleans, La*: 

Gentlemen— The past year has been the most active year in 
the history of the Hospital. On January 1, 1909, 782 patients 
remained in the Hospital; 9,570 were admitted faring the year, 
making a total of 10,358 patients who remained some time within 
our walls, the daily average being 797. 

Besides this number. 7,922 accident eases were treated in the 
accident-room; 17.443 new patients were treated in the OUtd 
service, to whom a total of 74,585 consultations were jrivrti. U 
we add the number of oases treated by the ambnlan. , 
of the Hospital, and not brought in. the grand total of patients 
treated during the year reaches the handsome figure of ooi less 
than 36,000, or as much as one-tenth the population of out 

Of the 10,358 admissions, 8,263 were discharged enred, un- 
proved or stationary, and 1,310 died, giving us a grew death 
rate of 12.6 per cent. Four hundred and thirty-three of these 
were miore or less moribund on admission, dying a Ew hour* 
thereafter. The net death-rate, after deducting these, was a 
little less than 8.5 per cent. 

Again, 712, or 54.35 per cent., of the deaths were the result 
of such incurable conditions as tuberculosis, to the number d 
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207; organic heart disease, 123; Bright 's disease, 188, and acci- 
dents, poisons and violence, 194, 

There were 193 Coroner's cases. 

The new year was begun on January 1, 1910, with 785 pa- 
tients. 

In the A. is. Miles Surgical Amphitheatre there wore 2.890 
operations performed, and in the operating-room service of the 
Delgado Memorial 318 operations were performed from Septem- 
ber 17th to the end of the year, making a total of 3,208 opera- 
tions altogether. Ether anesthesia was induced 1.725 times; 
chloroform, ISO Bmes; spinal analgesia, 302 times; and local 
anesthesia, 285 times. 

The Ambulance Corps were prompt in responding to 1.510 
calls, made it, the average time of twenty-eighl minuu

one Cesarean operation, necessitated by profuse hemorrhage in 

a ease of placenta previa, the mother and twins surviving the 
operation. There were eleven deaths in this department, live of 
which were from eclampsia in ease* brought in in labor. 

The Pathological Department has been most ably managed by 
Dr. 0. L. Pothier, the Pathologist, with the aid of Dr. M. J. 
Couret. his able assistant. The work of this department still 
continues to increase; 15,763 specimens were examined during 
the year, as against 13,756 specimens the year before. 

The Pasteur Department has given attention to 587 persons 
bitten by dogs or other animals suspected to have hydrophobia, 
as against 537 the year before. This department is also under 
the direction of the Pathologist and his assistant. 

The Department of Pharmacy, under the direction of Mr. Jea 
P. Walker, our Chemist, has been most economically and ably 
conducted. The manufacture of our own preparations has 
saved the Hospital $462, and judicious buying and the eiieour- 
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agement of competition, $160.52; the sum of $54 having been 
saved in six months on one item — antitetanie seruni — alone. All 
drags and chmeicals used in the Hospital are now ordered 
through this department, the Pathological Department obtaining 
them from the Pharmacy, instead of buying outside, as had been 
done before. This makes it possible to secure a lower price by 
purchasing large quantities at a time. Besides, through the aid 
of our Secretary, by paying cash for these bills, we have been 
<n;iiiled to save from one to fifty per cent, on nearly every 
purchase. 

The Registration Bureau, under the supervision of Dr. G. Far- 
tar I'atton, has continued to demonstrate its value, as attested by 
tin- increasing number of physicians availing themselves of ac- 
cess to the records. Dr. Pntton's untiring interest in the h 
has stimulated resident students to more painstaking care in the 
writing of histories, thus materially increasing their value. Nine 
thousand seven hundred and thirty-five histories were tiled in 
this department, of which 3,783 were medical, 4.*jr»s surgical, 887 
gynecological, and 848 obstetrical. 

The Department of Electro-Therapeutics, in charge of Dr. 
Amedee (ir;mger, is now up to the highest standard of effioiencj 
ever attained in this department. The new X-ray coil recently 
purchased is enabling us to do the best X-ray work ever 
Nine hundred and twenty-seven radiograph-* were I 
in (his department. 

The Training School for Nurses on December 9th graduated a 
class of thirty-nine nurses and four Sisters of Charity. Thin 
was the largest class ever sent out. The high standard of the 
Sehool lias eontiuued to be maintained, and the pupil-nurses 
have been uniformly faithful in their work in the fare of the 

sick. 

On April 21st the Delgado Memorial Building was opened, 
and every ward oecupied by patients moved over from the Main 
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Hospital. On September 17th the operating-rooms were opened. 
This building is now the most up-to-date and thoroughly- 
equipped part of our Hospital, and must be a source of pride 
and pleasure to the generous donor to whom we are indebted for 
its erection. Those wards affected by the transfer of patients 
to the Delgado Memorial have been redistributed with a view 
to relieving the more congested parts of the Hospital. 

Many of our wards are still crowded, however, and we often 
find it necessary to put two patients in one bed or have them 
sleep on the floor. In the colored gynecological ward the bed- 
space has been increased from twelve to eighteen beds by en- 
larging the ward, but still the space is inadequate to take care 
of all who need treatment. 

The Female Outdoor Clinic has been rearranged so as to more 
uniformly distribute the patients in the various departments. 

A small room in the Milliken Memorial has been fitted up 
with two bi'ds, where children with some suspicion of contagious 
disease may be separated from the other children without hem- 
sent into the contagions ward and exposing them to contact with 
known contagions cases. 

We are sorely in need of an isolation building for contagious 
diseases that would be large enough and have a sufficient num- 
ber of divisions to take care of the various contagious diseases 
and separate them from other patients. Our facilities at pres- 
ent are very poor, as we are forced to put patients suffering 
from different contagious diseases in the same ward, and yet 
we are the only institution in the city that will admit such eases. 
The white female skin and venereal ward has been divided 
in two by a partition, thus separating these two classes of 
patients, 

A portion of the space formerly occupied by a quantity of 
useless electro-therapeutic apparatus has been converted into a 
plaster-room and fitted with modern plaster apparatus of the 
latest design. 
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By an arrangement with the City Board or Health, vaccine 
points have been furnished us as needed throughout the year 
without cost to the Hospital. 

During the summer months an Externe Student Corps was 
organized to assist in the work of the outdoor clinics. These, 
having faithfully performed their duties, will he allowed twenty- 
five points in the coming examination for resident students, and 
the training received will make them better fitted to enter upon 
the duties of, a resident student. 

A new water sterilizer is about to be installed in the Amphi- 
theatre, insuring the sterility of all water used in this bufld- 
ing at all times. 

Another very crying need is for a new laundry. Nearly hall 
the washing is now done by hand. The present laundry is a 
very antiquated affair, built more than forty years ago, with a 
capacity of one- fourth of what it should be to do the work of 
the Hospital. Plans for a new laundry are under considera- 
tion, hut have failed to materialize for lack of funds. 

The Resident Student Corps have rendered willing aud ef- 
ficient service in their various duties. 

The noble band of Sisters of Charity have labored with I 
accustomed zeal and devotion, unselfishly fulfilling their manj 
duties and setting a worthy example of charity and self-sarritiee. 
We have been unfortunate in that Sister Agues, who led them 
for forty years, and whose virtues my words are no1 eapal 
expressing, has been relieved of duty in Bie Hoep-ita] on Meounl 
of ill health. She has been replaced by another Sister Agm*. 
who has displayed all the qualities ealeutated to make her the 
worthy successor of her predecessor. 

The members of the Visiting Staff have Riven their vat.ml.le 
time and services in relieving the soflterings of »« aiek, and 
: deserving of the praise and appreciation of the Hoard. 
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Mr. John Ponder, our Engineer, and Mr. James R. Leake, our 
Clerk, have been courteous and kind in the conduct of their 
departments. 

In conclusion I desire to express my appreciation of the val- 
uable assistance and co-operation of my assistants, Drs. S. W. 
Stafford and C. G. Cole, and my cordial thanks to your honor- 
able body for your kind consideration and the encouragement of 
all my efforts.

To the Vice-President and Board of Administrators, New Orleans 
Charity Hospital, New Orleans, La.: 

NTLEMJ5N — In compliance with the rule of your Honorable 
Board, the following report of the Medical Committee for the 
year of 1909 is respectfully submitted: 

With the close of each year the Hospital authorities have been 
gratified by the marked progress made in every department. 
No expense has been spared to meet the constantly increasing 
demands of advancing science. 

To-day the Charity Hospital is known fur and wide, not only 
as one of the oldest and largest, but as the peer of any, on the 
continent. 

It is cause for justifiable pride that the enviable reputation 
which the Charity Hospital of New Orleans sustains at home and 
abroad is not founded upon a superficial bask, but upon a record 
of splendid achievements. 

The statistical table in the report of the House Surgeon re- 
veals the fact of the large number of men, women and children 
who were eared for in the wards and clinics of the Hospital, also 
the number of responses of the ambulance to the cry of distress. 
The figures emphasize only the quantity, but thousands of homes 
emphasize the quality, of the work done. 
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So far u published statistics indicate quality, patients are 
discharged as cured, improved, stationary, or died. That is 
probably the best brief analysis that cotdd be made, but it 
scarcely suggests the real character of the work. The most del- 
icate .skill often has been put forth in a ease simply marked im- 
proved, or stationary, or died, possibly far greater skill than in 
the ease of many of those marked "cured." 

No statistical table can give these facts. When do patients 
apply for admission to the hospital? As a rule, when it becomes 
the last resort. The family physician has done his best, but 
sometimes has bean baffled. He has tried for days, possibly 
weeks, to have his patient consent to come, but his recommenda- 
tions were unheeded, until the necessity was absolute, and the 
chances of recovery correspondingly small. Often, when this 
consent is given, there is not one chance in fifty of saving life. 
Such patients, after a while may be marked cured, improved, 
stationary, or died, but no such caption gives the remotest hint 
as to which of these was treated with the greatest skill. 

Some hospitals have a larger, others a smaller, death rate than 
ours. That proves little or nothing concerning th.eir work. In 
the best hospitals death rates are determined by the class of pa- 
tients treated. Some hospitals select their patients, and receive 
only those with a fair chance of recovery; others, for the sake of 
humanity, never think of statistics until the annual report is 
being prepared; hut, when there is the remotest chance of saving 
life, will make the attempt. To this last class our noble Hospital 
is proved to belong, hut we do not deny intense satisfaction as 
we contemplate our low annual death rate as compared with 
that of other institutions doing a similar work. 

Some of the factors that have combined to make the Hospital 
what it is are worthy of notice. 

Of these first to be named are a group of distinguished physi- 
cians and surgeons who comprise the House and Visiting Staff. 
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They have added greatly to the fame of the institution, and have 
conferred signal honors upon its name by their brilliant contri- 
butions to the various branches of medical science. 

Equal in importance to the able staffs of physicians is the dis- 
ciplined corps of Sisters of Charity, who have the entire manage- 
ment of the domestic affairs of the hospital and the Training 
School for Nurses. 

That is a life vocation, and not a temporary means of liveli- 
hood. This connection with the Hospital insures permanency of 
management and superior service to the sick. 

Every department of this great institution is under the per- 
sonal supervision of a Sister specially trained for her task. 

Their policy of the management is highly scientific and broad- 
ly humanitarian. 

The Medical Committee, with deepest sorrow, record the re- 
tiring of their beloved Sister Agnes, for many years of fnithhil 
service to the Hospital. 

During her long sen-ice as Directress there was not a depart- 
ment of the Hospital with the details of which Sister Agnes was 
not personally familiar. Her devotion t.> everything wMch con- 
cerned its interest; her patient investigation of every detail ol its 
management; her wise and prudent counsels as to the course 
proper to be pursued in protect inir those interests and in per 
tog its work, render her loss truly an irreparable one. 

We are very fortunate in having another Sister Agnes, who 
has taken up her duties on July 27. 1909. During her short time 
her untiring devotion to the interests of the nurses, her already 
intelligent administration of the various departments, her loy- 
alty to the Hospital, have won for her the respect and affection- 
ate regard of all connected with the Hospital, and will ho 
every assistance in the power of the Medical Committee. 

The Internes. — They are recruited from the senior class of the 
Tulane Medical College, and win their Hospital honors by com- 
petitive examinations. 
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The test is so severe and competition so keen that an appoint- 
ment to the Hospital is proof of superior ability. Their faith- 
fulness has gained for them the full confidence, respect and ad- 
miration of all. 

The Training School for Nurses is a special pride of your com- 
mittee. The excellent reputation of the school is best shown by 
the very numerous applications made for admission, the greater 
number of wM<sh we are forced to refuse for lack of qualifica- 
tion. 

So rigid a process of priming that rejects so many applicants 
insures to the school a desirable student body, and to the pa- 
tients of the Hospital a very high grade of nursing. 

} Tlle workin &s of the Surgical Amphitheatre, the Delgado, 
Pathological, Pharmaceutical and X-Ray Departments, and the 

tegistmtMBi B»reau are so ably and carefully described by 
Vl ""' V "• | - t,, '-'^nt and the House Surgeon that there is no ne- 
«*nty of .gain dwelling on the same. 

There ha s been a decrease in the number of patients and con- 
SUttabons m the Outdoor Clinics, which your attention is i»- 
spectfully called to. 

Recommendations. 
Orthopedic Ward and Clime— Especially the Clinic, where 
this class of unfortunate suffering and afflicted go from pillar 
to post and from one to another, in order to seek aid and com- 
fort. 

There are many evidences that this Clinic would bestow in- 
calculable advantages upon a certain class of patients, and in 
our opinion would satisfy the Board in its creation and the ne- 
cessity of its permanency by the multitude of benefits to follow. 

The field offered for research work in pathological chemistry, 
pathological anatomy and bacteriology in our Hospital is a most 
promising and attractive one. It is a mine of information and 
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unsurpassed by any other hospital in America. It should be WOT 
isvor to offer the opportunity tor work in thus,- lii 'U"g 

men having the leisure and proper spirit to pursue this line of 
investigation, and then hope to have publications of greal »*■ 
entific interest from time to time, going forth with the stamp 
the Charity Hospital Pathological Department on their fronts. 

Pellagra has ■become of interest to American medical men only 
Binee 1906, and even now it is of practical importance chiefly to 
our section of the country. 

Its appearance, however, as experience in other eountriea has 
amply demonstrated, is a. matter of much gravity, and the que* 
tion in time may assume some seriousness. 

Our experience in America has not been extensive. 
The etiology of pellagra, in any definite, scientific sense, is 
essentially unknown. W«e would respectfully suggest tl.<- ap- 
pointment of a representative committee from this Hospital to 
consider this suggestion from its standpoints of feasibility and 
practical utility, and in our opinion, by its work and dissuasions, 
it would create a lively interest, workers would multiply, fa 
edge increase, and it would be sure to stimulate investigations 
that would result in actual scientific achievements. 

Special Wards for Typhoid Patients.— In Great Britain ty- 
phoid-fever patients are isolated, and the hospital 
United States are slowly but gradually ittcogniring the 
of separating these patients. In the view of the numerous pos- 
sibilities of indirect infection through the eonta.nhmtion of 
and drink by insects, especially flies, dust, soiled hands and 
clothing, the advisability of isolation of typhoid-f.wer patients 
is certainly worthy of your consideration. 

Needed Improvements.— Clinical laboratories for microaoop- 
ieal and chemical examinations of the secretions and excretions 
of patients; also for quick examinations of blood. One such 
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laboratory on each floor of the main building is of necessity, 
thereby lessening the routine work of the Pathological Depart- 
ment and giving more time for scientific research. 

One more surgical dressing room in the main building would 
greatly facilitate the work. 

The most needed of all improvements is a separate building for 
the isolation of all contagious diseases, and this cannot be too 
strongly recommended. We again find ourselves treating scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, measles, typhoid, etc., all in the same ward with 
other patients. If the State of Louisiana cannot give this build- 
ing, let us appeal to the score of men in Louisiana who have 
amassed fortunes. 

However beneficent and helpful the various philanthropies 
may be to the poor, how much relief from life's bitter struggle 
they vouchsafe, incomparably more .blessed than all other serv- 
ices to the unfortunate are the ministrations to their sick.

Since I have had the ordering of the serums, etc.. of the Path©- 
ia ] Department, I have had the price on the different | 
ages reduced from $1.50 a package to $1.41, showing a gain o< 
nine cents on tetanus serum, and Iron. $5 to *■» 70 on antidiph- 
tfceric serum, showing a gain of thirty cents a package. W« have 
purchased about 600 packages at a gain of fifty-four dol 
($54). By competition bids on chemicals, as submitted in form, 
you will see we have saved quite a bit. For the last year, I ha*B 
purchased several drugs under the chemical names, through an 
agent, and have saved as much as 50 per cent. Take i.-hthyol. 
for instance, worth $3.50 a pound under the chemical name of 
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isarol, we pay $2; and aspirin, worth $6.08, acid acetyl-salicylic, 
$2.50 a pound, which you will see nets us a profit of $1.50 on each 
individual pound.

To His Excellency Governor J. Y. Sanders and the Membt 
the Board of Administrators of the Charity Hospital: 

Gentlemen— With the close of the present year we note the 
passing of the sixteenth since the initial class of the Charity 
Hospital Training School. Graduating a class of eleven mem- 
bers in 1895, the work of the Training School haa steadily pro- 
gressed, and at present the nursing profession numbers 291 rep- 
resentatives of our great Hospital laboring in their respective 
fields. Of these, about twenty-five are occupying positions of 
trust m some of the various institutions of Louisiana and her 
sister States, all reflecting credit on their Alma Mater. This 
is gratifying, evidencing as it does the popularity of the School 
and the recognition of the scope for experience and the oppor- 
tunity which the pupils have of allying with their practical and 
educational work the broadening, ennobling spirit of altruism. 

The list of applications received during the year numhei 
252. Seventy-two were selected for the term of probation, and 
of these thirty-five pupils were retained to continue their 
course. This decrease was due to the voluntary withdrawal on 
the part of some, deficiency in education and various circum- 
stances determining the ineligibility of the remainder. 

The present enrollment registers 104 pnpils. Those on pro- 
bation number seven. The health of the nurses composing the 
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School has been exceptionally good. The session of 1910 will 
open with a Senior Class of thirty-four nurses. The Junior 
Class, to be completed from the most eligible probationers, com- 
prises twenty-eight members. It is my pleasure to presenl to 
you the graduating class of 1909. These young ladies, thirtj 
nine in number, form the largest that our School has ever sent 
forth. Having successfully completed the required course and 
passed the examinations, and with the approval of the Faculty 
of Lecturers, they appear before you, awaiting the favor 0* the 
Hospital diploma. 

My interest in their welfare and progress accompanies them. 
They bear with them my kindest wishes for a most successful 
career, and may the future of each be radiant with the 
,,f God. The Teaching Corps and my associates have spared no 
effort to promote every opportunity for instruction.

(Note as to deaths in Obstetrical Service.) The three cases recorded as dying of Abortion were colored women sent to the 
Hospital in a practically hopeless condition. 

Of the Eclampsia cases, all five of t-hoae recorded under Parturition were admitted suffering with Nephritis, as was also 
the case recorded under Pregnancy. 

Only one Hospital case proper developed Septicemia after delivery, with complication of Acute Neph itis. Two of the 
fatal .Septicaemia cases were admitted in labor after ineffectual manipulation outside. All the other fatal Septicemia cases were 
admitted with Sepsis fully developed. 

Two cases successfully delivered subsequently developed fatal Pneumonia. 

(Note as to deaths among New Born Children.) Infants delivered alive, at or near term, are technically "cured." Of 
those thus recorded in 1909, nine subsequently died of intercurrent diseases and conditions, and are registered as deaths under 
the proper diagnosis, via.; Enterocolitis, 1; Atelectasis Pulmonum, 3; Infarction Pulmonary, 2; Meningitis, 1; Hemorrhage 
Cerebral, ; Malnutrition, 1.
